HARMONY IN THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF 
THE SETTLEMENT 
IN SHANGHAI 


80th October. 

ON Saturday afternoon the fourth 
of the course of lectures at the 
International Institute aroused * an 
unusual amount of enthusiasm. ‘The 
eubject was “ Harmoriy between Chi- 
nese and Foreigners in the bea fe 
Settlements off Shanghai, ‘especially 
in the Administration.” Their Ex- 
cellencies, Lit Hai-huan, Treaty Com- 
missioner,and Wu Chung-hsi, Direct- 
ial Chinese ‘Telegraphs, 
Taotai Chu Pao-sin, and several 
others of the ‘leading’ Chinese” of 
Shanghoi were present, Bfr. W. V. 
Drunimond, in taking the ‘chair, ex- 
lained the threefold authority in'the 
‘ettlements of Shanghai :—Chinese 
authority, Foreign Consularauthority, 
‘and that of the Municipal" Council. 
The form of goveronient here had 
been ‘going on for 50 years, some: 
times harmoniously, and at other 
times with friction, He would sug- 
gest to the’ bigh authorities in 
Peking that in their search for'a con- 
stitutional goverment, they make 












a study of something near to- hand, 
at Shanghai, Hongkong, and Singa- 
pore. Inall: these popular: govern- 
ment had been started. ‘The reasons. 
of friction in the administration of 
Shanghai, he would not- discuss, but 
leave to Dr. Gilbert Reid. +i:

‘Then there: was an equal 
amount of variety among the Chinese, 
who come: from: all :parts of China, 
and are not Shanghai people ; who 
represent all phages of thought; the 
conservative and: the revolutionary ;

Seeing there isso much mutual 
recrimination, why may not the 
Chinese withdraw their authority, 
and Jet the foreigners rule their 
settlement xs they please, well or 
poorly, for » brief period of years, 
say five or ten years. This would ease 
the magistrate, Taotai, and Viceroy. 
The Chinese know very well that’ 
until their laws and their adminis- 
tration of law, are altered to conform 
with that of foreign nations, extra- 
territorial power cannot be given up. 
They may not like the thought of 
such a need, but the fact remains, 
Taking it then as a fact, why not 
allow the foreigners to see what kind 
of government they can administer 
in the limited area of a Shanghai 
settlement, among Chinese as well 
as foreigners, with a grade of judicial 
officials; and, if successful, this can 
be taken as model by the Chinese 
in one district after another? The 
foreigners might soon get tired 
of the task. Japan did not have 
foreigners come under Japan rule, 
till » decade after constitutional 
government was established. China 
is only just begnning to talk 
of a constitution ; can it be expected, 
then that foreigners in this country 
will come at once under Chinese 
rule? If there must come a modifi- 
cation, why not let the foreigners 
try their hand in the Shanghai 
settlement? Now one side blames 
the other. Let the full responsibility 
be placed on foreigners in this little 
section for a brief period of time, 
to see how they can succeed, 

At this point in the lecture, His 
Excellency La, who was sitting just 
at the side of Dr. Reid, spoke up 
that the first method’ was better. 
Let foreign officials, he said, manage 
their own cases, and Chinese officials 
theirs, China was now modifying 
the Chinese code of laws, and ‘this 
would soon be completed by Wu 
‘Ting-fung and Shen Chin-pén. With 
this agreement there should be ao 
friction here. Moreover, Western 
laws were not entirely suited to 
China and other Asiutic nations 
China should be allowed to manage 
her own affairs in her own way. To 
these remarks other Chinese in the 
audience indicated their assent, and 
Dr. Reid was allowed to resume. 

He said that, of course, he would 
nob dare dissent from the wise words| 
of His Excellency, but he would 
beg leave.to prophesy that in a few 
years the second method would be 
put forward. He would like to men- 
tion a little. experience he had had 
in Peking. It was in the Boxer year! 
just afier the allied troops had 
entered the capital, and found no 
form of ‘local. government . left.

This 
man had experience in India, and so 
called in the aid of leading Chinese 
to advise with, and even to try cases. 
But the ultimate authority was with 
this one man. As a result of this 
foreign administration, order was 
maintained, improvements _were 
undertaken, the Court returned and 
entered the city in safety, and when 
the rule was handed back to the 
Chinese; several of the reforms were 
continued; many Chinese even re- 
gretted that foreign rule ceased. If 
the foreigners were allowed to ad- 
minister the Government in the 
foreign settlement of Shanghai, per- 
haps there would be improvem 

deemed worthy of imitation. In the 
same way he would recommend 
that Chinese who could speak Eng- 
lish like Chu Pao-san, Lord Li, or 
Shén Tun-ho, be placed on ‘the 
Council as ia the Legislative Council 
of Hongkong. But if this method 
should not be wanted, he still hoped 
that harmony might prevail under 
the best method properly carried out. 








THE REVOLUTION IN 
RUSSIA. 


7 81st October. 

THE news lately. received from 
Russia, and especially the most 
recent advices, to the effect that 
delegates are meeting at Moscow to 
consider the establishment of au in- 
dependent government, show that 
we have not overshot the mark in 
calling the disturbance in Russia a 
revolution. . It is noticeable that the 
serious movement that is now in 
progress, and that is distinguished 
from the previous local riots by being 
evidently a concerted rising, directed 
by a powerful organisation, was 
postponed until the conclusion of 
Bence, the revolutionisis being evi- 
lently patriotic enough not to em- 
barrass their Government too much 
while the war was going on, Notable 
is the way in which the revolution 
is being managed; as a peaceable 
one by tmeans of strikes, which 
paralyse the action of the Govern- 
ment, modern public opinion, even 
in Russia, not sanctioning the shoot- 
ing down of men for merely declining 
to work. It must be a-curious state 
of things-to have all ordinary life at 
a standstill, all newspapers suspend- 
ed, all schools, colleges, and uni- 
versities closed, all communications 
by railway stopped, and yeb the 
telegraphs still working. Ié will be 
still more serious if the Czar succeeds 
in getting away on his yacht, and 
leaving his country to its fate. The 
universality of the present move- 
ment shows -the miscalculation of 
those who said that the vast dis- 
tances and general ignorance of the 
people in Russia made a general 


revolution impossible. An education 
has evidently being going on under- 
ground, of which the bureaucracy 
and police, with all their ubiquity, 
were much less cognisant than for 
their own sakes they should have 
been. 

That the revolution was _post- 
poned until after the conclusion of 
Peace with Japan is doubtless partly 
due to the fact that in Russia generally 
the war was extremely” unpopular, 
Not merely is the peace with Japan 
weleomed by the enlightened people 
in Russia, but among them there is 
no dissatisfaction with the renewed 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance. The tele- 
graph told us at first that this alliance 
was badly received, becanse it. was 
regarded as aimed at Russia. We 
now learn that it is only the Chan- 
vinists and the bureaucracy who take 
this view of the alliance; the onl: 
fault that the Moderates and Liberals 
find with it is that it was not made 
between Russia and England, instead 
of Jay and England. The St. 
Petersburg correspondent of the 
“Times,” writing on the 4th of Sep- 
tember, gives the views of the organ 
of the Liberals in Russia, the “ Russ,” 
mentioning that this paper frequent- 
ly expresses the opinion of high 
diplomatic quarters. ‘The correspon- 
dent continues :— 

“Tn the course of an article which 
forms one of the most interesting 
contributions on Russia’s foreign 
policy that have appenred for a long 
time, the ‘Russ’ after pointing out 
that the renewal of the treaty. had 
an undoubted influence in, bringing 
abont peace, says that thus England 
was more instrumental in that 
result than another Power whose 
boasts are unfounded. 

“The ‘Kuss’ then proceeds to 
discuss the various phases of the new 
treaty as they affect Anglo-Russian 
relations, and first of all demolishes 
the foolish talk of reprisals started by 
the ‘Novoe Vremya,’ taken up by 
the ‘Bourse Gazette,’ and naturally 
espoused by the Anglophobe « Mos- 
cow Gazette” In order to face the 
coalition of Great. Britain and Japan, 
the ‘Russ’ points out, Russia would 
have to build a navy which would 
require not ten, but many. more years. 
The game is not worth the candle. 
«Putting the screw down upon India 
becomes an overation both costly 
and futile, and it will have to be 
abandoned. In fact, all Asiatic en- 
bales ay adventtires of the Bezo- 
razoff kind, say, in Mongolia, tricks 
like -Prince Uihtomeky’s in Tibet, 
thus lose their attractiveness .and 
become more risky.” 

“<But, Russia will not be the loser 
thereby. On the contrary, instead 
of blundering ingloriously about the 
backstairs of Asia she. will resume 
her rightful place in Europe. Only 
one Power will be displeased aud that 
is the Power which has been conniy- 





ing at Rnssia’s effacement. Slavs, 
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‘and robbed of everything valuable’ 
But it is when we get down south, 
to the delta of the West River, that 
we come to the modern home of the 
pirate bold. From ‘Kowloon Mr. 
W. R. Parr writes “that the ever 
present element of piracy in the 
locality, and the consequent want of 
security for life and property” are 
partly to blame for the bad trade of 
the year. He tells of 26 cases that 
were reported at that station alone. 
“The presence of foreign gun-boats 
|and armed Inunches in and around 
some of their haunts seems to have 
little daunted these pests, whose 
ravages in the eastern section of the .

“©The fears of England being set 
at rest regarding the status quo in 
India she will soon realise that there 
isno conflicting interest between her 
and Russia, When once we stand 
facing towards Europe our position 
will be far from onerous or isolated.

It 
is a pity that we could not conclude 
an alliance with Japan, as it assures 
to England the undisturbed domina- 
tion of Southern Asia. But, although 
our place has been taken, there is no 
reason to indulge in great regrets, 
The Anglo-Japanese Ailiance guar- 
antees us for a long time from fan- 
tastic and ruinous Asiatic adventures,

The Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance contains no menace to the 
free Russia that we hope soon to see. 
That Russia should be strong and 
prosperous is essential to the main- 
tenance of the balance of power in 
Europe, and on that account alone, 
apart from other considerations, 
England will welcome the confirma- 
tion of a good understanding between 
the two countries, an understanding 
with which England’s closer alliance 
with Japan will not in any way inter- 
fere. That Jupan will be on friendly 
term with her late enemy, now that 
Peace has received and used the long- 
hoped-for countersign, is certain ; for 
there is nothing really-humiliating to 
Russia in the treaty of peace, and 
Japan was never the enemy of the 
Russian people.

Launches plying in these 
waters are fitted with bullet‘proof 
shields and a guard of soldiers, “In 
the autumn of 1904 there were 
several . piratical outrages at the 
Ngaimoon, the most serious being the 
‘case of the junk Kwang-hsing, which 
was attacked and 17 of her crew put 
to death by torture.”

Times,” offered facilities for the widening 
of this trade. The district where the 
special grass is grown which is worked 
up into matting is Loting. But the 
branch river which flows into the main 
river here is too shallow for steamers even 
at high tide. Arrangements have there- 
fore been made with a foreign firm here 
by which the firm has been granted per- 
mission by the Viceroy to erect some 
sheds on the banks of the river at the 
mouth of the smaller stream. Thus the 
smaller craft will bring the grass in bales 
down the shallower stream and store 
them in recently erected sheds, and the 
steamers will, when there is’ sufficent 
therein stored, fill up, and so less time 
will be lost. 1t is satisfactory that the 
Viceroy has seen fit to grant this con- 
cession, for he might have prohibited such 
an innovation, which would have tended 
to hinder trade and therefore no doubt 
lessened the revenue, 
A Daring Criminal. 

‘Tho native Press here has lately been 
full of the exploits of the infamous Chou 
Wing-yu alias Chou Tung-shang. It is 
well known that he was appointed Minis- 
tor to the Court of Belgium, but at the 
Jost moment, and for substautial reasons, 
the appointment was cancelled. It was 
discovered that he had defrauded the 
Government by embezzling public funds 
to the extent of millions, and had pi 
up wealth around him and his rel: 
to the same extent. It was discovered 
that he had property in Canton, Hong- 
kong, and in Macao; that he had 
acquired a substantial. intorest in firms 
and companies all round; that his 
wealth in bullion and jewellery, the lat- 
ter in the possesion’ of his wives and 
concubines, was almost fabulous. How- 
ever tho officials have been confiscating 
his mansions, and sealing up his shops, 
and at the same time making inventories 
ofall che property on which they have 
been fortunate enough to lay their hat 
Him they have not yet suce 
capturing. It would seem that there is 
always:somo remarkably daring spirit, 
who ventures on these foolhardy enter- 
prises on a gigantic scale, and so keeps 
the world gently excited. At the hed 
of them all stands Chou Tung-shang who 
for révklossness and audacity could 
seaveely be equalled. 

A Chinese Mero. 

T have already meutioned the sympathy 
of the Cantonese with their hero Fung 
‘Ha-wei, the real originator of the boycott 
movement, whose booklet made such a 
profound impression on the people, ard 
whose suicide touched their imaginations, 
and their hearts. The honour offered to 
his memory here has been unique. It 
‘was at first thought that the big hall con- 
nected with the Walam monastery woul? 
accommodate all who wished to participate 
in the solemn services but it was soon 
apparent that special arrangements would 
have to be'made. Consequently a big 
mat shed was constructed, and even this 
was inadequate. for the thousands who 
came todo the man honour. In a con- 
spicuous place his portrait was hung. 
This was encircled with blossoms. Others 
brought crowns and bouquets of flowers 
and flung them at his feet till there was 
quite a heap. The songs and ballad 
which were composed in honour of 
oceasion, some of which were sung, 
boon appearing in the daily papers since, 
and it must be admitted that many of 
them are not without spirit, and some of 
them are touched into'a genuine life by a 
ting of passion. This is but the outw 
manifestation of the hidden spirit which 
has organised the boycott. 
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Another Sidelight on Chinese Life. 

For some time past a local worthy con- 
nected with the yamén here has been 
terrorising his neighbours, and using his 
influence in order to further his own 
crafty ends. Recently, however, Chui 
Hiu-cho—for this is the man’s name—con- 
nected himself with the Buddhistic Mission 
that he might use this new relationship 
as a lever to further his plans, which was 
further to enrich himself. His character 
‘was complained of to the Japanese, and he 
was ejected from the roll of the Buddhistic 
Church. This seemed the beginning of 
his fall. In no country is it so true as 
in China that the jackals turn on the 
Tion as soon as they see that he is wound- 
ed. Chui fled and cannot be found. The 
prefect here has been ordered by the 
Viceroy to produce him, which is some- 
what difficult as he is in ignorance of 
Chui’s whereabouts. The prefect there- 
fore has arrested the innocent son of 
Chui and holds him as a hostage in prison 
till the father is discovered and arrested 
or yields himself up to justice, Although 
the ancient books of China affirm that no 
son must suffer for the iniquity of his 
father, yet in actual life this terrible rule 
is often applied. 

The Old and the New. 

‘A fow days ago some students, who 
were dressed in uniforms conforming 
somewhat to the foreign style, entered a 
crowded restaurant in search of refresh- 
ments. Among those present was an 
old schoolmaster, of decided conserva- 
tive sympathies. Wheu he saw the 
students he suddenly raised his voice 
agains; the innovations ho has been 
compelled to witness on all sides, 
referred to the students sittii 
witness of the truth of hi 
“Alas, alas, China is defunct and her 
people are becoming the slaves of 
foreigners,” the oracle cried. Although the 























students were taken aback they did not 
resent the intrusion, but quiotly informed 
the old man that they wore the clothes for 
convenience, that they read foreign books 
the sake of the

thivgs howaver was allowed to interfere 
with the reverence they felt for Confucius 
and for his doctrines. The people took 
sidesand there arose a groat clamour, 
which for a time threatened serious 
results. The youths however wisely 
withdrow and so the boiling cooled down.

The Spread of Kuowledge. 
The general reader would be surprised 
to see how well the public situation is 
understood in the interior. Ten years 
ago there were few copies of the one or 
two Shanghai papers circulating here. 
Now all scholars are more or less in touch 
with the papers and the world. 


Good Advice. 

Pending Government action the echoes 
of the boycott have ceased ringing among 
the people. hore are several things the 
patriotic writers shouldlearn. They ought: 
not to shrick out their hatred of the 
foreigners and urge the Government to 
keep China for the Chinese, railroads, 
mines, and all other lucrative preroga- 


'd | tives, while with the same pen they urge 


America to open wide her doors in the 
most unsophisticated spirit of national 


brotherly love to them. The Chineso 
are past masters at urging the other 
fellow to act on principles of generosity, 
while they can urge every partial truth 
asa plea in their own behalf. And yet 
down in their hearts, if the other fellow 
yields to their arguments he is imme- 
diately classed as good but stupid. They 
urge that the Chinese should be received 
into the United State on a par with other 
aliens. ‘There is an apparent justice in 
the claim. Will they not do as other 
aliens do? They do not make good 
citizens. Again it is exceedingly hum- 
bling to the Chinese to learn that 
some of the proud followers of Confucius 
are not welcome in many social circles, 
“ even their fellow-students objecting to 
walking the streets with them.” There is 
& poetic justice in this which cuts deep 
1m proud hearts. While offer i 
tions of foreigners are gr 
ably less; especially where foreigners are 
better known, those of us who frequent 
new fields and by-ways atill got all we can 
stomach. It is only Christian self-control 
and the desire to further the cause that 
saves many an unseemly self-justification. 


Good Harvests. 
There is little to chronicle. Mag- 
nificent harvests of wheat, corn, kao- 
ng and beans delight the’ eyo, 
ary lake country has boon 
ed before.

Acting in part on this contention of the 
Consuls, and in part on business in- 
genuity, a well-known American firm 
built a godown outside of the West 
Gate of the city, but nearer to 
the heart of the city, by several 
miles, than Heiaku What possible 
objection the officials can make to a 
harmless firm buying property on which 
were formerly squatters’ huts, and putting 
on the property a fine-looking building, 
is not known, Goods from this firm are 
being used all over China, and at the 
present outlook they will have still to be 
used. But the officials demand the re- 
of the godown to Hsiakuan, 
be proved to the U. S. Gover 
ment that not Nanking but Hsiakuan is 
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the open port, the company will possibly 
be compelied to move. 

But the boycott is another phase of 
thistrouble. A large cousignment of goods 
was lately put in this godown. Within 
or four days all was sold. The 
that as 
‘as Nanking is concorned the boycott is 
finished. But when the buyers attempt- 
ed to move these goods the students 
on the one hand, and the guilds on the 
other, brought pressure to bear and the 
goods remain in the godown. The com- 
pany therefore declare that there is some 
vestige of the boycott left. 

What will be the outcome? If only 
the company were involved, it would not 
be so difficult to foretell. The word 
“fail,” T understand, does not appear in 
the company’s code book. But as it 
involves an international question it 
depends on the attitude taken by the 
home Government.

An Unfortunste Incident. 

‘Two days ago, on the 24th inst., the 
following most unfortunate affair occurred 
in this vicinity. The U. S. ships General 
‘Alava and Quiros, coming down river from 
Hankow with Rear-Admiral Train of the 
‘Asiatic Fleet aboard, anchored about. 
‘twenty miles above Nganking, and the 
Admiral and his son, commanding officer 
‘of tho Quiros, with an orderly and Chin- 
ese servant, wentashorepheasantshooting. 
Captain Train, in shooting at a pheasant, 
struck a Chinese woman hidden behind 
some bushes with two or three nearly: 
spent bird shot. ‘The gentlemen went to 
hor assistance, but finding the injury very 
slight, started for the ships, promising 
her family to send the ship's doctor to 
treat her and offering also to make just 
reparation for the injuries inflicted.

‘The arrival of the marines at that moment 
rescued the party from a very dangerous 
position. ‘The frenzied mob of villagers 
quickly dispersed at the sight of the 
marines.

‘The Chairman said that the Socioty 
was started in 1899 and had, with the 
ouergetic assistance of Mr. Rocher, Com- 
missioner of Customs in Shanghai at that 
time, boon tho toans of inducing the 
authorities to prohibit the export of 
pheasant skins, The Society had also 
dono good work in improssing upon 
the Municipal Council the  import- 

"ance, from 1s food supply point 
of view, of regulating the sale of game in 
the Municipal Markets, and establishing 
‘8 close season as was concorn- 
ed. At presont thero soomed no question 
of protection for the Society to work on, 
but there was a balance in hand which he 
suggested should be handed to the Shang- 
hai Gun Club. ‘The Obairman of the 
Shanghai Gun Club had offered to take 
charge of the money and to deposit samo 
in a local Bank whore it might earn 
interest and thus form a fund available 
‘at any timé to reconstruct the Society, or 
to work on the lines of the Society should 
occasion require. 

Mr. C, Holliday said this would take 
tho funds out of the hands of a private 
individual and put them in tho hands of a 
concern which might continue from 

ion to generation, and which could 

either at some future timo, if necessary, 
revive the Society, or take micans itself 






































for carrying out the objects for which 
the Society was started. 

Mr, W. V. Drummond mentioned the 
fact that steamers leaving Shanghai often 
took quantities of game away from the 
port in the middle of summer—in the 
breeding season. He suggested that 
moral pressure be brought to bear upon. 
the agents or representatives of such 
steamers. 

‘After a short discussion, the Chairman, 
continuing, said that according to Rule 
VIII of the Rules passed on the 8th of 
February, 1905, if the Bociety ware dis- 
solved all property must be turned into 
cash and be divided equally amongst the 
then members of the Society, and under 
Rale XVI it required a two-thirds ma- 
jority at a general meeting of members 
to rescind any rule, . The necessary 
quorum was twenty. 

Thore not beiug the necessary quorum 

present, it was decided to take ‘a vote on 
resolution, and to forward the rosolu- 
tion to resident members not present at 
the meeting for’ confirmation.

REPORT OF THE 
SHANGHAL ROMAN 
CATHOLIC MISSION 

FOR THE YEAR 1905. 


‘The work of the Shanghai Roman 
Catholic Mission extends to two ent 
provinces of the Chineso Empire : Kiang. 
su and Anhui. The area of the’ two is 
95,000 square miles—an expanse larger 
than the area of England, Scotland and 
Wales—and their population . some 
50,000,000. ‘The statistics which wo havo 
received bring us the tidings of an in- 
crease of 6,375 new converts, received 
during the year 1005, into the Church. 
‘This increase is principally due to the 
fact that 5,196 adults, fully instructed 
and without thre being any immediate 
danger of death, have recoived the rite 
of baptism. 

‘Tho staff of the Mission has made 
id strides and is composed of 226 
ionaries, 73 of whom are natives. In 
the ecclesiastical seminary, 43 students, 
all likewise natives, are preparing for the 
ministry. Among the. other helpers, 
suffice it to mention the. Little Marist 
Brothers, 29, all teaching at St. Xavier's 
‘and the French Municipal Schools. There 
are moreover 22 native teaching Brothers, 
who do excellent, work: in the out- 
stations. In fact the number ‘of schools 
maintained by the Mission runs up into 
the thousands. Quoting merely the 
statistical returns, we find :— 

Schools for boys—558 { Christians 8,237 

Pupils attending ... (Pagans 5,038 
Schools for girls—604 ( Christians 7,521 

Pupils in attendance, {Pagans _ 2,039 
‘The aggregate of both kinds of schools 
reaches 1,162, with an attendance of 
23,535 pupils. 

Shanghai, and near by, Sicawei, are the 
great training and educational centres of, 























the Mission, They have six churches 
and a Roman Catholic population. of 
nearly 10,000, Sicawei has a large col- 
lege for native boys of the better class, 
and is attended by 3C8 students. The 
curriculum, which is now modelled upon 
the latest requirements, comprises besides 
the Chinese classics, a complete English 
and French course, and-a sound know- 
ledge of mathematics. ‘The Fathers have 
also a well organised Observatory, a 
‘Museum ‘of Natural History, and the 
‘Tusewei Model School for the education 
of children rescued from paganism. From 
the printing-press of this latter establish- .

The students swarmed over the wall and | 
entered’ by. the back: way: and wi 
actually in the theatre, when out of polite 
consideration for the feelings of’ the 
police they consented to go out of the front 
doors that wore opened to them. At thi 
very time -thé crowd would surge u 
front of the electric cars, when the driver 
would stop them. fo avoid an accident. 
Thon the polico with an amusing mixture 
of force and persuasion would clear the 
track. on one side, when the wave of 
humenity would pour in on the other. 

‘Tho. police. won at Hibiya, and they 
won again at Shintomi. Some think that 
if they had allowed the crowd to blow 
off steam at these. places the later des- 
truction would not have taken place, But 
who, knows what a mob will do?

‘Tho tourist who was with me, a Indy, 
can testify that we met with nothing but 
politeness althongh wo entered the car 
that was just in front of the theatre 
during the thick of the mélée. 

After the Roman Church in Honjo was 
burned the samo Indy wont with a priest 
in his cassock to visit the nuns, 

‘Tho way was pointed out by the police 
who suroly would have protested against 
their going if thero hind boon the slightest 
unger. 

Thoy met with the samo cordial i 
torost that awaits any tourist, when they 
aro infrequent. 

‘The samo couplo. found themselves 
ignored, when on tho outskirts of the 
crowd attacking the Homo Minister 
residence, they tried to find out what was 
going on. 

Later whon the soldiers were put on 
guard there, it was not thought necessary 
to put them in the Imperial Hotel Grounds 
for the reason that the animus’ of the 
crowd was so, evident.

IMPERIAL DECREE. 


BY TELEGRAPH PROM PERING. 
SPECIALLY TRANSLATED FOR THE “ NORTH- 
(CHINA DAILY News.” 

26th October. 
‘The Latest Constitution of the 
Commission to Go Aboard. 
Shang Ch‘i-hang, Provincial Treasurer 
of Shantung, and Li Shéng-tu, Governor 
of Shuntien Prefecture (Peking), are ap- 
pointed colleagues of Duke Tsai Tséh, 
Tai ‘Hung-tze and Tuan Fang on their 
mission abroad to study. the political 
conditions of the various countries of the 
West.

(1), Decree acknowledging receipt of a 
memérial from Chén K‘wei-lnng, Gov- 
ernor of Honan, reporting ‘the peacoful 
condition this year of that portion of 
the Yellow River which passes. through 
Honan province due to the energy and 
watchfulness of the officials ‘connected 
with the River Conservation Burean of 
that provinies, Iu gratitude to the river 
gods for this the said Governor is com- 
manded to take charge of the ten large 
Tibetan sticks of incense, ordered to be 
sent from Poking for the purpose, and 
reverentially offer them in sacrifice.at the 
altar of the Temple of the River God, as 
‘a mark of the Imperial gratitnde aud ap- 
probation. ‘The Provincial Tronsurer of 
Honan and the Taotai of K‘aiféng In- 
tendancy who are at the head of the said 
Conservation Bureau are handed over 
to the Board of Civil Appointments for 
the determination of extraordinary re- 
wards, and the prefect of K‘siféng is 
ranted the privilege of wearing th 
fecond Grade Red Button as soon as hit 
torm of office expires and_he passes into 
the rank of expectant Taotai of Honan, 

(2) Decree, in response to a request 
of the Board of Public Safety (Hs 
chingpu), granting three hundred piculs 
of rice to the Refuge provided for feeding 
indigent country militia and poverty- 
stricken villagers during the winter. It 
is further commanded that as soon as 
the proposed Industrial Refuge has been 
established now regulations shall be 
instituted in regard to theso grants of 
rice from the Imperial granaries to the 
various refuges and relief institations in 
and about Peking.

Tue fire alarm was rung at 3.45 pm. 
on Monday fora blaze in No. 4 district. 
‘Tho brigade was promptly on the scene, 
and discovered that the outbreak, whieh 
took place in a small shop in’ Havkow 
Road, was almost extinguished by the 
inmates, so it was not necessary for, 
tho firemen to remain. 

The fire bell began ringing at 7.40 
a.m, on Tuesday, four bolls being sounded, 

Z ‘The Brigade was quickly on the scena of 
tho outbreak—No. 303, Foochow Road, 
an opium shop. No. 303 was destroyed 
and Nos. 300 aud 304 partly destroyed. 
The house that was destroyed was insur- 
ed for Tis. 3,000 and the others were 
partly covered. “The brigade reeled up 
shortly before 9 a.m. 

The second fire was signalled about 
10.30 a.m. It broke out at No. 307, Scott 
Road, near the Woosung Road corner, 
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804 at first threatened to do a great deal 
of damage. The brigade turned up 
promptly and the Hongkew engise was 
soon at work. The firemen, with the 
exception of the Hongkews, were very 
much hampered by the pressure of water, 
which was quite insufficient for their 
work. After an hour's work several of 
the trucks were sent away. Nos. 304-10, 
Scott Road, and 322-26, Woosung Road, 
were entirely destroyed. They were all 
mall shops and, it is believed, were all 
ured. A remarkable incident occurr- 
ed on the way to the fire, which deserves 
more than passing mention: While the 
Indder truck was coming down Nankin 
Rond, opposite Liebe, Wulfi’s, the driver 
lost his left rein. ‘The ponies took the 
turning into the Bund all right, but tore 
along the Bund without being in any way 
under control. Fortunately no accident 
happened. As the truck was surmounti 
the Garden Bridge a member of the Mih- 
ho-loongs, on a bieyele, who had noted 
the incident, came up with the ladders, 
caught the rein without leaving his 
machine, and then dismounted and threw 
it up to the driver. But for this plucky 
act a terrible catastrophe might have 
happened. ‘The fire itself is believed to 
have beou caused by a small child who 
was playing with lighted joss-paper, 

Tue California hotel ‘on the Sicaw 
road was completely burnt out on Tnes- 
day afternoon. The fire commenced in 
ashed on the adjacent Sicawoi Gardens, 
and astrong wind blowing at the time 
carried the flames, in spite of the efforts 
of those belonging to the Monge, to the 
adjoining hotel. ‘The Fire Brigade, 
who had already had a — busy 
morning in Scott Road, were not call- 
ed out to this fire which occurred outside 
the Settlement limits, and the natives 
who did their best to assist in removing 
effects from the house, were not able to 
prevent the building ‘itself from being 
completely gutted. 

‘The fire bell rang for the third time at 
about 5.40 p.m. fora fire in French Con- 
cession. ‘There was no difficulty in locating 
it as the water tower and shipping at the 
wharves in French Town were shown up 
in strong relief by the lurid glare of the 
flames, As tho fire was approached it 
appeared to be among the Taikoo go- 
downs, but fortunately this was not the 
case. The fire originated in a small shop 
in the Place du Chateau d’Eau. It 
spread with alarming rapidity until 
Messrs. Butterfield’s godowns at the side 
and rear of the premises were in danger 
of being involved. Seeing that the 
terrace was doomed, the firemen confined 
themselves to stopping the flames from 
spreading, and nine or ten streams were 
concentrated on the ends and rear of 
the burning shops. It was, however, 
some time before the flames showed any 
signs of abating. After a quarter of an 
hour or twenty minutes the walls of the 
shops began to fall in like a pac’ of 
cards, leaving ouly burning débris to be 
put out. In half-an-hour’s time all 
danger was over, though the firemen were 
unable to leave for a long About. 
sixteen shops were razed to the ground.

“Tt is a grand spectacle, but I do not 
understand it at all,” said a foreign offer 
at the conclusion of to-day's operations. 

Troops were formed up ou all sides, 
from 40,000 to 50,000 of them, stretch- 
ing away as far as the eye could see to 
the horizon, east and west. In front

Artil- 
lery fire had gone on for about an hour 
when the Northern Army decided to 
relinquish their position and continue 
their retreat. The Southerners followed 
up with their infantry, their batteries 
meanwhile continuing their attentions to 
the retreating Blues, What the cavalry 
were doing I did not kuow, till I learnt it 
from headquarters. They are reported 
to have had an engagement on the east 
flank, but I cannot suppose it to have 
beon very material, for 1 have not seen 
cavalry enough to make a preponderat- 
ing difference on either side.

Now they had the evidence of 
Capt. Davy with regard to the duration 
of the fight, and ho said that it did not 
last that extent of time which had been 
contended by witnesses for the Crown, 
Tho first witness called for the prosocu- 
‘tion said that he saw the accused injure 
this man and then tho next witness, his 
fathor, said that he did not inflict tho 
injury; the second witness in the caso 
said he saw Lou kick the deceased. 
Counsel asked the jury to cousider tho 
possibility of such a stato of things as 
the charge being brought against an 
innocent man, ‘This was a serious charge 
and it might possibly be the causo of the 
acoused heing doalt with with groat 
rity, or, of course, he might be dealt 
with leniently.

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THE MIKADO'S 
BIRTHDAY. 


Srd November, 

‘Tue third of November is a great: 
day in Japan and wherever there’ is 
a Japanese colony, for it was on the 
8rd of November, 1852, that’ the 
Emperor was born. “ His name,” says 
Mr. Chamberlain, “is Mutsuhito; 
but this name is scarcely evér men- 
tioned, and is probably not even 
known to the great, mujority: of the 
nation, In Japan the Emperor is 
simply the Emperor—not a per- 
sonality, an almost familiar in- 
dividuality,as Queen Victoria and, 
Kaiser Wilhelm, for instance, are to 
us. To future generations of Japun- 
ese the present monarch will pro- 
cbably be known as Meiji Tennd, the 
word Tennd meaning emperor, and 
Meiji being the chronological de- 
signation of the years comprised in 
his reign.” the mass of the 
Japanese people he is regarded as 
semi-divine, and implicis obedience 
to the Mikado is one of the two 
fandamental principles of the national 
religion, Shinto. To quote Cham- 
berlain’: again, . in -refaretioe "$0 
the Imperial family: “We kaow 
positively that it has reigned ever 
since the dawn of history in this 
archipelago, and that even'then it 
was considered of immemorial age. 
The fact is particularly striking if 
we reflect upon the usually brief lile 
of oriental dynasties, Little wonder, 
therefore, all things considered, if a 
religious reverence for the Imperial 
line is as axiomatic in Japan, as 
completely removed beyond all doubt 
or controversy, as is the doctrine of 
the equal rights and duties ofall men 
in the democratic societies of the 
West,” Western: people nay smile 
when Admiral Togo or Marshal 
‘Oyama ascribe their victories to the 
merit of their Emperor, but to the 
mass of the Japanese there is nothing 
fanciful in this;. it is. a. convi 
born in them, and to doubt it would 
be profanity. The axiom, “The 
King can do no wrong,” is a legal 
‘fiction in England, but an article of 
faith ‘in Japan, mot 

Ascending the throne’ in 1867, 
when he was only fifteen. years old, 
and his ..throne.at. Kioto was a 
phantom one, the real power being 
in the hands of the Shogun at what 





is now Tokio, the Emperor has had a 
more eventful life than any European 
Sovereign, except perhaps his im- 
perial brother of ‘Austria, aud he has 
never failed to rise to the height of 
the, situation, In. the first year of 
his reign came the ‘struggle between 
his’ partisans “'and ‘those “of the 
Shogun, which ended in making him 
the real ‘ruler of Japan, He has 
seen and sympathised with the vast 
change, with all its exciting incidents, 
which has transformed his émpire 
from a little group of islands almost 
sotally secluded from foreign ‘inter 
course, into one of the Great Powers 
of the world. From a nominally 
absolute he hus become a ‘really 
constitutional sovereign, being. one 
with his people in two successful 
foreign wars, working as hard as any 
of his subjects to achieve that success, 
entering into every detail connected 
with his army and navy, and ever 
ready, hand in hand with his gracious 
Empress, to help his subjects ‘in 
every mishap, and rejoice with them 
at every stroke: of good fortune. 
Beloved by his people, respected b 

foreign Powers, and almired by all 
foreigners who have visited his 
capital, and experienced his courtesy 
and good will, he. has been and is a 
model sovereign of a free country. 
History will realise more clearly than 
we do the grandeur of the events of 
his reign, and how much the pro- 
gress of his empire owes to his 
persunal efforts and character; and 
we gladly join with his own sabjects 
in wishing bim on this his birthday

In view of the impetus that will be 
given to trade in Japan now that peace

accusation often made against the English 
nianufacturer that he cannot compete 
with his Anjerican rival in the way of 
rapid delivery of mavhinery, this inability 
being ascribed to the British works not 
boing up-to-date. A notable instance of 
whdt the British manufacturer can do 
oconrred recently, when a large number 
of centrifugal pumps were required by the 
authorities, and ature of the caso 
demanded the quickest possible delivery. 
‘The pumps consisted of two 27” centrifu- 
gal salvage pumps, each driven by a 300 
jorse-power engine, and capable of 
together delivering 6,600 tons of water 
per hour; and four smaller sets capable 
collectively of delivering about 2,000 tons 
per hour. In addition, the authorities 
also ordered at the same time four 27” 
dock pumps, capable of delivering collec- 
tively 14,000 tons of water 
pump being driven by a separate 
horse-power electric motor, together 
the necessary electrically-driven auxiliary 
pumps for use in connection with the 
same. The whole of these pumps were 
constructed, erected, tested, ‘and taken to 
pieces, packed and placed on board the 
Steamer in 2} months from the date of 
receipt of the order. All these plants 
were not delivered at the samo time, and 
one of the large salvage pumps and’ two 
dock pumps were actually shipped from 
England in seven weeks from the date of 
their being ordered. The whole of this 
order was executed by Messrs, W. A. 
Allen, Son & Co, Ld, of Bedford, Eng- 
Jand, who are to be congratulated on be- 
ing able to uphold the reputation of the 
British manufacturer where quick delivery 
is concerned. In the various other 
branches of engineering there are many 
manufacturers in England who are not 
behind them in this respect.

THE BUMB OUTRAGE 
AT PEKING. 


‘Tho following is an almost literal trai 
lation, mado for the “ North-China Daily 
Nows,” of the leading article in the 
‘Hankow ‘ Chupao,” of the Sth of October 
last, which led to the arrest of the Editor 
‘and ‘the “temporary suspension of the 
paper — 

When the five High Commissioners 
were leaving some desperado exploded 
a bomb on them resulting in the wound- 
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ing of Duke Tsai Tséh and Shao Ying, 
Junior Secretary (of the Shangpu). This 
hhas been repeatedly reported in these 
columns by telegram as well as by letter. 
In spite of this no-one knows the details 
of the affair and conjectures thereanent 
are numerous and contradictory.” Some 
swear oaths against the lawlessness of 
desperadoes while others again lay blame 
on the wickedness of foreigners. Some 
again declare it was the work of the 
followers of Kang Yi-wei, and others give 
the credit to Sun Wén (Dr. Sun Yat-sen). 
Although nothing definite has been arrived 
at, in my humble opinion it is the work of 
some desperado who loves the land of his 
ancestors, knows well the critical nature 
of the time,—in fact -a sagacious and a 
daring man. The writer is not unaware 
of the fact that there is no advantage in 
desperate actions like these, or that the 
desperado in question has been guilty 
of outrageous conduct. The writer 
desires to get at the true facts of the 
case and tell the result to thoso in 
authority.so that they may be on guard. 
For this reason he does not attempt to 
avoid unfavourable comment or suspicion, 
and would therefore say something on 


} the subject. 


Now why do I call the desperado in 


| question one who loves the land of his 
+ ancestors ; who knows well the critical 


natare of the times—that in fact, he is a 
sngacious and a daring man?’ Repre- 
sentation in Parliament is verily an ex- 
cellent and a good thing. Even in our 
dreams those like me cannot forget it. 
We stretch our necks standing eagerly 
forward longing for it to come. Never- 


‘ theless, that such a thing is one difficult 


to attain is also matter for sorrow and 
anxiety for those like me, even in our 
dreams, The idea of the five High Com- 
missioners’ journey abroad to study 
foreign government is certainly an excel- 
lent one and its object is also certainly 
good. But these five High Commissioners 
do not speak any foreign language ; they 
do not understand even the elements of 
foreign government. Yet that they should 
be expected to grasp all the salient and 
important points of the governmental 
machinery of the various countries they 
visit within a few mo ths’ time 
certainly an impossible task and needs 
no explanation. Moreover these five 
men, since they have been appoint- 
ed to do the work, must naturally 
be men upon whom the throne deeply 
confides. Since they possess the deep 
confidence of the Throne, it follows 
that on their return they will natur- 
ally be given power in the Government, 
and the task of establishing a Parliament. 
‘That these men should, with the exper- 
jence and knowledga gained with 
be given the task of chang- 
ve been going on several 
ind so change the founda- 
tions of an Empire that has existed for 
tens of thousands of years, would be 
ridionlous and matter of shameful failure. 
‘There would be no benefit for owr ances- 
tral country while the mission of the five 
Commissioners will be useless. ‘They 
may gain promotion and enrich them- 
selves and what of honour will there be 
for any one? This expedition will only 
cast a damper on the spirit of re- 
form of the literati and common people. 
It will only disgrace us in the eyes of 
neighbonring countries. It would be 
better therefore that the Commissioners 
be destroyed ore they start on their 
journey and thus obviate the necessity of 
repentance on a future day. Thisis what 
the desperado in question thought and

of hatred, there is room for lenietioy as 
regards his aims. Moreover ‘that, this 
desperado should have been able in a 
spot strictly* guarded by police and a 
crowded place like a railway station to 
have escaped so cleanly from the hands 
although in’ making his 
t at tlie’ time he himself. was 
inéertaim whether he would-escape with 
his life—all these showed thit he was 
a man of wisdom and sagacity and with 
ourage daring to do. His wisdom and 
sagacity cannot be said to be below 
Chang ‘Tse-fang [i.e Chang’ Liang, the 
Chief adviser of Liu Pang, the founder of 
the Great Han dynasty, nearly 2,000 
years ago, and credited by tradition with 
ing the wisest and most sagacious man 
in the history of this country. Chang 
Liang is also the Ancestor of the Taoist 
Popes whose habitat is in Lunghushan 
(Dragon and ‘Tiger Hill) in Kiangsi pro- 
vince, Translator], while daring 
courage is high above that of Ching Ko 
and Nich Ohéng, [two historical assassins 
who existed: some 2,200. years ago— 
Translator}-"“Phat our country should 
possess a man likethe subject of this 
article and yet not. know enough to 
employ such and thus force him to. be an 
assassin—to quote the words of the 
Empress Wu [the celebrated Empress 
Wu Tseh-tien of the Mang dynasty— 
Translator)’ “Alas! It is my faul 
With man possessed’ of such qualities 
at hand and not to have the ability to use 
him (for the good of the country), but to 
force him to emulate the example of the 
Nihilists and then to turn around and 
ridicule and decry him—this again is the 
fault of the poople of the country. 
Alas! When I write to this point my 
tears begin to spring forth; I can only 
hope that the five High Commissionors 
will not have their spirits damped by 
tho occurrence (the bomb outrage), but will 
take it as a warning and an exhortation 
(to better deods). "Let them take as 
many translators and interpreters as 
possible with them. Let them remain 
for months and years so as to gain 
detailed information and knowledge as 
to their quest. Let them not act in 
accordance with their own pleasure and 
private desires: but work for the pro- 
sperity of the masies, for the everlasting 
foundations of the Empire. Moreover, it 
is to be hoped that: they will not reck- 
lessly assume pomp and’ outward show 
and so gain the dislike of the peoplo 
then indeed they (the High Commis 
sioners) will be of use to their country. 
































MURDER OF 
MISSIONARIES IN

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TRAVELLERS FROM 
YUNNAN AND 
SZECHUAN. 


The Railway Question in China. 

M. and Mmo. Paul Comby, who havo 
just arrived at Shanghai, as the terminus 
of a long circular trip which began 
at Hanoi last May, and embraced 
Yiinnan and Szechuan, have not. only 
accumulated a wonderful collection of 
curios, fossils, bicds, beetles, works of art, 
and photographs innumerable, but have 
also had somo unusual and interesting 
experiences, M.Comby is an advocate 
at the Court of Appeal in Paris, 
but he came'‘out to the East on an 
official mission with credentials which 
ensured for himself every attention and 
assistauce on the part of the Chinese 
authorities in the distant parts of the 
Empire. His wife, an English lady, 
an enthusiastic and energetic travel- 
ler ‘and student of human 
has accompanied him on his j 
ney, shared all his hardships and 
pleasures, and accumulated her own ideas 
on Chinese customs and methods, more 
especially in their assimilation of Western 
ways. 

Roughly speaking, the route traversed 
was similar, though commenced at the 
other ond, to that covered by Mr. 
and Mrs. Archibald Little, eighteen 
months ago, and described’ in our 
columns at tle time, There were, how- 
‘ever, deviations from this route in the Far 
West and whereas Mr. and Mrs. Little 
pavsed from Yinnanfu by the valley of 
the Nam-ti to Laokai, Mr. and Mrs 
Comby travelled up the Red River to 
Muuhao and from Méngtze to Yunnan 
by. the mandurin road” past Lunganfa 
and the lake district. The first stage, 
frou Hanoi. to tha railway head at 
Laokui, presented nothing specially note- 
worthy, but concerning the difficull 
‘more especially in the matter of obtaining 
labour for constructing the line, M. Comby 
was ablo to give some interesting impros- 
sions. The unhealthiness of the climate, 
causing the coolies to die off in scores 
hag been remarked upon before, and 
has not been exaggerated. ‘This, how- 
over, is only one of the trouble 
Tho country is absolutely unprodue! 
and the rico for the coolies hus therefore 
to be brought a long distance up and 
stored. The stupidity of the natives is 
such that, soeing the stores daily di 
nishing, and unable to put credit in thi 
arrival of fresh supplies, they desert in 
large number, panic-strisken at the idea 
of probable famine. The foreigners e 
gaged on the railway, moreover, are not 
altogethor blameless. They are a most 
miscollaneous collection of mon, bolong- 
ing to many nationalities, far away from 
consular ot other control, and their 
treatment of the natives has not been by 
any means free from reproach. Thi 
is a circumstance, that is not, unha 
pily, singular to the Yinuan railway, 
it has had much. to do with 
the present determination of the 
Chinese to retain control of railways in 
their empire.in their own hands. 

In regard to ‘the railway question 
generally, M. Comby found everywhere 
on tho part of the Chinese an enthusiasm 
for progress far in excess of the practical 
means of carrying out the plans desired. 
Officials and ‘gentry alike have reached 
the point of believing railways to be in- 
evitable and necessary. Schemes are on 
foot for building them in all directions ; 






























































2, |the building of a railway to avoid tho 
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are to be entirely Chinese. Very much of 
this objection to foreign assistance M. 
Comby traces directly to the Japanese, 
whom he discovered advising and in- 
fluencing the Chinese all along the 
line of his travels. ‘The result of the 
war has immensely stimulated an inter- 
course already very great between the 
two nations, whose bonds of a common 
written character, of similarly Asiatic 
modes of thought, of religious and 
philosophical sentiment, ara exceed- 
ingly strong. M. Comby rioted what: 
appeared to him « dangerous result of 
this intercourse, ‘The comparative near- 
ness of Japan, axl the exteaurdinary 
craving of the Chinese for kuowledge 
which, they hope, will enable them to 
follow Japan's example, and resume 
their place among the Powers, hes caused 
an immense number of students to go 
over to the island empire. Unfortunately 
the course teken, including three or four 
months spent in travel, has usually been 
of only a year’s duration. The young 
scholars have returned to 
provinces with something 
smattering of Imowledge, but on the 
strength of what they are supposed to 
have learned they are placed in all sorts 
of impossible positions. And they have, 
curiously snough, come back with 
strong anti-foreign tendencies. To their 
crude ideas Japan has succeeded by 
getting rid of foreign interference, and 
they fancy that China has only to dis- 
miss her foreign advisers and she also will 
succeed. It is to bo regrotted that thi 

mistaking of the ond for the means 
being furthered by the circulation of 
chievous pamphlets, of two of which M. 
Comby ;secured copies and brought them 
back for translation. They set forth the 
very plausible argument that railway con- 
cessions have been used for securing a 
footing and have been backed up first by 
railway guards, then ‘by troops, and 
eventually by annexation of territories.
